He said his commit- 
tee would report to the national executive 
board, and in case such committees were con- 
tinued, to settle all questions that might arise, 
he believed there need never be any serious 
trouble or antagonism between the Knights of 
Labor and the trades unions. The knights pre- 
ferred peace and would concede points to secure 
it, when necessary, but the revoking charters 
of the Knighis of Labor assemblies could not be 
considercd. Ho said the cigarmakers were the 
only trade that opposed the knights. 

Seme of the members of the Powderly com- 
mittee left for home tonight, and others will 
leaye in the morning. The conference tonight 
worked on the constitution, and adopted the 
name of “the American Federation of Trades 
and Labor.” It was decided to hoid the next 
meeting in Baltimore.

THE REJECTED DELEGATE. 


LLP ALLEL AT 
The Glass Workers Excited Over the Trades 
Federation. 

Pirrspura, Pa., December 10.—The rejection 
of the credentials of A. J. Denny, delegate to 
the trades federation at Columbus, yesterday, 
has created a great deal of talk among the 
Pittsburg workingmen, not only because Den- 
ny was the only accredited delegate from this 
city, but also from the fact thit he was a repre- 
sentative of one of the most carefally managed 
and powerful trades organizations in the United 
States. By some it is construed as a deliberate 
snub of the window glass workers, and by 
others as an affront to Mr. Pewderly and his 
order. 

In an interview today, Isaac Cline, president 
of Window Glass Worker’s association, said the 
rejection of Denny indicated very clearly that 
the trades unionists course will be divergent 
from the Knights of Labor, forall he could ees, 
jerhaps hostile. ; 

“Denny went as our representative,” said 
President Cline, “and as we are all in the 
Knights of Labor it would be foolish to im- 
aginé that we could be represented by any 
other person thana Knight of Labor. I sce 
that the comriitee on credentials claim to 
bave decided against Denny, not because he was 
a glaes worker, but because he belonged to the 
Knighis of Labor. If be were not entitled to 
representation as a member of Mr. Powderly’s 
order, we do not-dosire it on any other grounds, 
Vherefore,] am led t the conclasion that the 
rejection of Denny's credentials was a plain 
notice served that tLe trades federation does

cuted, burly Englishman, while his wife was a 
réfined and accomplished lady, Phippen accu- 
mulated considerable personal property. He 
then leased a fine farm for ten years. At the 


expiration of the lease. he bevame owner and 


had adde@ niruch to his worldly possessions. 
Phippen had made many friends, someef whom 


are among our best-citizens, who believe that he 


was honest-and correct, while other good citi- 
zens many of his goods were obtained 
by dark and mysterious methods. Jn 1880 Mrs, 
Phippen died, having in her possession @ num- 
ber -of letters from Queen Victeria, showing 
thata. friendly correspondence had been car- 
ried -on between her and the guneen for 
many years—in fact, ever since her arrival in 
Tennessee. Abent twe years later, Phippen 
married Miss Maggie Turner, of Lafayette; Ky., 
a most estimable lady, who survives him.

‘DEATH OF COLONEL C. H. HOPKINS. 


The Close of a Remarkable Public and Do- 
mestic Career. 

DARIEN, Ga., Decemher 10,—[Special.]—Co 
lone] Charles Harris Hopkins, who died at 
Hudson, McIntosh county, last week, was born 
at Belleville, in the same county on the 6th of 
July, 1812. General Francis Hopkins, his fa- 
ther, moved to this state from Hilton Head, S. 
C.. in 1805 and purchased the Belleville planta- 
tion on the Sapelo river. In 1834 the late Co- 
lone! Hopkins married Miss Mary Givens, a 
wealthy young lady of Beaufort,S.C. This 
union gave them ten children, seven of whom 
survive him—one son and six daughters. These 
are Colonel C. H. Hopkins, Jr., of Darien; Mrs. 
Hill, of Nashville, Tenn; Mrs. Holland, of 
Jacksonville. Fla.; Mrs. Hopkins, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y.; Mrs. Hoppoldt, a widow of the same 
city,and two unmarried daughters who resided 
with him at the time of his death. 

General Edward Hopkins, of Jacksonville, 
Fla., and Dr. T.8. Hopkins, of Thomasville, 
Ga., are brothers, and Judge John L. Hopkins, 
of Atlanta, a nephew of the deceased. Colonel 
Hopkins hed been alderman and mayor of the 
city of Darien, and represented his native coun- 
ty in both branches of the legislature. He was 
a member of three constitutional conventions, 
representing as many counties, viz: McIntosh 
anterior to the war; Pierce in 1865 and Chat- 
ham in 1877. At the time he represented Chat- 
ham he resided in Savannah, holding the_posi- 
tion of assessor of United States revenue for the 
first collection district. In the convention of 
1877, he was the author of several important 
measures, notably “No imprisonment for 
debt,” and a resolution petitioning congress to 
remove the disabilities of all southerners who 
participated in the late war. For a number of 
years he was colonel of the first regiment Geor- 
gia militia. In 1852 he was 
the whig candidate for congress 
in the first district, and was only defeated by 
65 votes. He wasa delegate to the Baltimore 
convention in 1860 that nominated Bell and 
Everett for the presidency and vice-presidency 
respectively. 

He advocated the nomination of Senator Sam 
Houston, Texas’s favorite son, so eloquently as 
to excite the most flattering comments of the 
Texan press, and it has been said that Hopkins 
county, in that state, was named in honor of 


im. 

He was a delegate from the state at large to 
the republican convention of 1868 at Chicago, 
when he voted for Grant. It seems that Colonel 
Hopkins always voted the republican ticket for 
president, while for congressional and local po- 
sitions he supported the best man, regardless 
of political creed. 

In the home circle Colonel Hopkins was 
genial and affectionate, and in his business re- 
lations he was honorable and generous. For 
the last ten years of his life he held the posi- 
tion of ordinary of our county, and the quiet, 
conscientious way in which he discharged his 
duties was exemplary. 

He died painlessly and fully prepared to de- 
part—a fit ending to a pure life. 


CUT HIS THROAT. 


A Shocking Murder Reported from Madi- 
son County. 


ATHENS, Ga., December 10.—[Special.]—This 
afternoon Henry Seagroves, a little boy of thir- 
teen, stabbed and killed John Adams, a black 
boy of his own age, in Madison county, six 
miles from Danielsville. The difficulty occur- 
red in Dr. B. M. Thompson’s place, and two 
colored boys, with Henry Seagroves had gone 
into a field to gather lightwood. Coming out 
an altercation occurred about putting up the 
bars, and Seagroves, it is said, drew an ax on 
the larger negro at the fence. He was disarm- 
ed and started to the other colored boy 
who sat in the wagon. Drawing his knife 
Seagroves plunged it into the child's throat 
just below the ear, and severed his jugular 
vein. Seagroves ran away, and leaving word 
at his home that he had killed a negro made 
off. He has not yet been caught. The wuund- 
ed boy was lifted from the wagon, but died ina 
few minutes. Henry Seagroves is a son of Jas. 
L.. C. Seagroves, who several years ago killed 
Fd. Royal, in Athens, with a picce of tobacco 
box. He was sent to the penitentiary, but was 
pardoned by Governor Stephens, since which 
time he has been living quietly in Madison 
county.

The Third Day’s Session of the South Geor- 
gia Conference, 


Curmprrt, Ga., December 10.—(Special.] 
The third day of the South Georgia conference 
wasavery disagreeable one out of doors, 4 
cold, slow rain beginning to fall early in the 
morning and continuing at intervals through- 
out the day, which made navigation unpleas- 
ant. At o'clock the session was called to- 
gether, a moderately fair attendance greeting 
the body in the further prosecution of their 


duties. 

The character of the other ministers was 
taken up and passed, some of them making 
very flattering reports. Among those who were 
the recipients of flattering commendations at 
the hands of their presiding elders, we note 
Rev. W.B. Burke, son of Dr, J. W. Burke; 
Rev. Crawford Jackson, sou of a noted minister 
of the conference now deceased ; and Rev. Mr. 
Branch, son of Kev. J. O. Branch, 

The report of the visiting committee of 
Emory college was read, and referred to | 
the committee on education. The re- 
port stated that after two days 
spent in a thorough examination 
of the different departments by the committee, 
they are constrained to say thata grand work 
is being done by President Hopkins. The tech- 
nological department is resulting in great good 
and there is an excess of interest in that depart- 
ment. No adverse criticism was expressed by 
the committee. 

The claims of the Christian Advocate was 
ably upheld in ashort talk by “Rev. Warreu 
Candler. He showed how it was necessary to 
the good of the church south thata general 
church paper be circulated among the member- 
ship, and impressed the body with the impor- 
tance of his subject. 

The hour of ten having arrived, the names of 
the following young ministers were called and 
the ordination names of elders taken by them: 
W. C. Wade, T. M. Christian, J. M. Foster, J. 8. 
Lewis, J. E. Shepard, J. L. Gilmore, W. F. Hax- 
son, Chas. Davis, J. W. Arnold, W. A. Hucka- 
bee, A. E. Caraway, W. F. Smith, H* M. Morris. 

The exhortation by the bishop to these young 
ministers who leave the private walk of life 
and take upon themselves the itineracy was 
solemn and grand. He told them that laying 
all earthly honors aside to strive to have this 
inscription on their tombstone: “The disciple 
that Jesus loved.” He said that President 
Jackson, when approached by a minister foran 
appointment to a foreign court, said: “My 
brother, God Almighty has made you a greater 
ambassador than the United States government 
can ever do.” He told them thatthe greatest 
weakness of the church today was the census. 
We are to prove to look with pride upon num- 
bers and not works. The minister who can 
engineer his finances successfully, said he in 
speaking upon the question of embarrassment 
by debt, would make a number one secretary 
of the treasury of these United States, or a suc- 
cess as chancellor of the exchequer. 

Revs. C. W. Snow, Earnest A. Sanders and 
E. D. Strong were elected. 

Next came a report from the committce on 
the Bible cause. 

The following resolution was passed: 

Resolved, That our pastors be requested to 
recommend to their churches the caurse of the 
Bible society. 

The re-election of Rev. H. P. Myers was rec- 
ommended. 

After reading the report Rev. H. P. Myers 
addressed the conference upon the cause of 
the American Bible Society, giving a tabulated 
statement of the work he had done in Georgia. 
He had collected about three hundred dollars 
more in the south Georgia conference than in 
the north, which was duly appropriated. 
At the close of Rev. H. P. Myers’s 
statement Bishop Hendricks introduced an old 
friend, Dr. Potter, who spoke for half an hour 
for the Wesleyan Christian Advocate. During 
his talk Dr. Leonard raised the pointof the 
price of subscription to the Advocate, stating 
that he had canvassed a great deal for it, and 
that many people told him they could not sub- 
scribe on that account. This was replied to by 
Rev. J. M. Burke, who, after givipe his reasons 
for holding the price at two dol per annum, 
stated that the Advocate was cheaper at that 
price than THE CONSTITUTION was by 374 
ceats. 

At the close of Dr. Potter's addressit was 
moved that the bishop appoint a colporteur to 
extend the circulation of church literature, in- 
cluding the Wesleyan Advocate. Referred to 
books and periodicals. 

The hour ofmoon having arrived, the body 
adjourned till three o’clock, p.m, At that hour 
the reports of other pastors was heard and 
passed upon. 

After the adjonrnment of the afternoon ses- 
sion, the Preacher’s Aid society held a meeting 
in the interest of the families of deceased min- 
isters, who have recently died in the work. 

At night the anniversary of the board of 
church extention was held. The inclement 
weather prevented afullattendance. A heavy 
rain has been falling all of the afternoon, 
which has thrown a considerable damper over 
the proceedings. 

Tomorrow night the anniversary of the Mis- 
sion society will be celebrated. Bishop Hen- 
dricksis continuing to receive unlimited praise 
for his scholarly attainments and able execu- 
tion ability. He is a fine looking man, and 
would impress one favorably in any body of 
men,

The Tax Bill. 

The discussion of the general tax bill in 
the house yesterday was interesting and elo- 
quent. 

The position of the finance committee ap- 

pears to be this: Ten one-hundredths of a mill 
on $230,600,000 of taxable property is 333,- 
000. The difference between the rate of tax 
proposed by the committee and that pro- 
posed by Mr. Arnheim is only ten one- 
hundreths of a mill. The tax proposed by 
the committee is Ywenty-five one-hundredths 
of a mill higher than for the past two years. 
Twenty-five one-hundreths of a mill is $52,- 
500, The necessity for this is to obtain $78,- 
000 required for the new capitol to insure its 
completion by the first of January, 1889, by 
raising the appropriation for 1887 from $159,- 
0660 to $258,000. In the same way, 
the tax proposed by the committee 
for 1== is five one-hundredths of a mill 
higher than for the past two years. Five 
one-bundredtbs of a mill is $16,500. This 
is to provide the $20,000 resulting from rais- 
ing the appropriation for 1888 from $180,000 
to $200,000. 
_ Itis economy to finish the capitol by the 
first of January, 1889. In cannot be done 
unless by these increased appropriations. It 
is better to have a small surplus in the trea- 
sury than to have a deficit. 


Georgia Railroads, 

THE CONSTITUTION prints this morning 
some significant information concerning rail- 
road building in Georgia, obtained from the 
chairmen. of ithe two railroad committees of 
the general assembly. Thirty-nine bills re- 
lating to railroads have been introduced in 
_ the two houses, Of these twenty-three are 
to incorporate new lines, nearly every one of 
which is of great importance to the state. 
These lines are not wild cat schemes, but are 
backed by responsible parties. 

THE CONSTITUTION has recently had occa- 
sion to point out the rapid progress Georgia 
is making in the matter of her material in- 
terests. The present activity in railroad 


form the very best evidence of progress. 

Activity in railroad building is not con- 
fined to any one section of the state; in 
every section new lines have been projected, 
some of which are already in course of con- 
struction. Within the next twelve months, 
engineers and graders will be scattered 
thronghont the state, busily preparing the 
way for that great developer, the iron track. 

The good results to accrue to the state 
from this unparalleled activity in railroad 
building will be so numerous that it would 
be folly to attempt to recount them. One 
result, however, should be mentioned: It 
must attract to the state the favorable atten- 
tion of all the people of the union. Eastern 
settlers and eastern capitalists have already 
begun to invest in Georgia. The building 
of so many new railroads will inevitably re- 
sult in cansing still greater investments upon 
the part of these people. 

Georgia is on the way to prosperity that 
‘will be nothing less than wonderful, and her 
citizens may justly congratulate themselves 
upon the pleasing and inspiring fact. 


About Magazine Editors. 

In the December number of Harper’s Mag- 
azine, Mr. Henry M. Alden, the editor, con- 
tributes to Mr. Curtis’s ‘‘Easy Chair’ de- 
partment some comments on a recent article 
in the Boston Herald relative to the partial- 
ity shown by magazine editors to certain 
writers.. Asamatter of course Mr. Alden 
makes it plain that the outcome of any such 
editorial policy would be the practical death 
of any literary periodical that accepted it; 
but, notwithstanding the candid statement 
made by Mr. Alden there will always exist 
in the minds of unsuccessful literary aspir- 
apts, and in the mind of the public generally 
a belief that favoritism plays a very impor- 
tent part in the decisions of magazine editors. 
We bave all heard of the Boston ‘‘clique’’ 
that contributes to the Atlantic Monthly, 
and of the different ‘‘gangs’’ that congregate 
around the New York magazine, and we 
shall continue to bear of them in spite of 
explanations and denials. 

We are moved to refer to these things here 
because Tur Consrirvurion is constantly re- 
ceiving letters of inquiry from writers who 
desire to attract the attention of magazine 
editors. In addition to this, we frequently 
receive Manuscripts with the request to for- 
ward them to the magazines, with some sort 
of an indorsement. For this reason we de- 
Sire to say that, so far as we know,there is no 
roundabout road to the attention of any edi- 
tor, and no indorsement of any third person 
is worth the paper on which it is written. 
Other things being equal, availability is the 
first consideration—and this cousideration 
covers a good deal of ground. Whatis avail- 
ab'e for one magazine, or for one publication, 
would not be available for another.. Then 
there is the element of timeliness. This is 
very important. As Mr. Alden shows, a 
magazine edi'or may reject an article today 
which he would have aceepted yestertlay on 


the score of timeliness, or he may reject it |

of them was not what it should be. These 
are legends that are far more popular with 
writers who have their way to make 
than the plain, simple truth. This plain, 
simple truth is that while there is one chance 
in ten thousand that an editor will reject a 
good thing, there are nine thousand nine 
hundred and ninety-nine chances that he 
will accept it and be grateful to boot. 


An Error Corrected. 

The Philadelphia Times, in the course of a 
well-deserved tribute to the memory of John 
E. Owens, makes a statement which, on in- 
vestigation, will not be borne out by facts. 

t says that the actor picked up ‘'The Live 
dian’’ from an old Baltimore journalist for 
$50, and, as he himself said, made almost as 
many thousand from it. As Tur ConsTITr- 
TION has frequently pointed out, ‘‘The Live 


Indian” was written by the late Colonel 


William T. Thompson, the author of ‘‘Major 
Jones's Courtship.’’ He was not an old Bal- 
timore journalist, but was a very young man 
at the time the farce was written, and was 
then arranging to begin the publication of a 
literary weekly called ‘‘The Western Conti- 
nent.’’ 

At that period of his life, Colonel Thomp- 
s0n was very much interested in the stage, 
being, indeed, the leading spirit of an ama- 
teur theatrical company which had the 
countenance of the elder Booth and among 
its members no less a person than the late 
Edwin Forrest. The theatre at which Mr. 
Owens was the leading actor, was run down, 
the actors were unpaid, and the audiences 
thin. As a natural result there were very 
gloomy scenes behind the scenery. As it 
happencd, the property man of this theatre 
was a very intimate friend of young Thomp- 
son. It was during this period of gloom and 
suspense that Colone! Thompson proposed to 
write a farce which he had in his mind. 
The property man applauded the idea and 
the farce was written. It was called ‘‘The 
Live Indian,’’ and the manuscript was in- 
trusted to the property man, who read it to 
Mr. Owens. The latter was not disposed to 
think well of it,and the manuscript was 
tucked away for a time. 

The situation of affairs rapidly grew worse, 
and at last the property man proposed to Mr. 
Owens that he would mount ‘‘The Live In- 
dian’’ without cost to the management if the 
actor would consent to take the leading part. 
Mr. Owens consented, and the result was 
phenomenal. The farce had the local color, 
the American jump, as we may say, together 
with a ireshness and vivacity allitsown. The 
theatre was filled night after night, the ae- 
tors were paid off and everything went 
swimmingly. At the instance of the prop- 
erty man a benefit was given to the author, 
and Colonel Thompson received something 
like two hundred dollars. 

When Mr. Owens went to New York to 
fill an engagement the manuscript of the 
play disappeared with him, and the next the 
author heard of his farce was in the shape of 
advertisements to the effect that ‘‘The Live 
Indian”’ had heen ‘‘translated from the orig- 
inal Choctaw’’ by Owens himself. Neither 
then nor afterwards did Mr. Owens ever pay 
the author one cent. In fact, his attitude 
toward Colonel Thompson was the very es- 
sence of meanness and continued so to the 
end. This plain statement is due to the 
memory of both men. 


A Pretty How-Dye-Do in Hayti. 2— 
We printed yesterday a remarkable story 
from Hayti, the negro republic, which lies a 
few hundred miles off our coast. This article 
furnishes abundant proof that cannibalism 
is practiced. more or less openly on that is- 
Jand, and that even the president of the re- 
public is a voudoist, if he is not a cannibal. 
The story makes horrible reading. It is 
printed as part of the history of the world 
we live in. If it pointa any moral, it is that 
the northern philanthropists who are spend- 
ing millions of dollars for the education of 
the southern people; might very well afford 
to put some of their ducats in the ideal negro 
republic which lies to the windward of us. 
Indeed, the missionary societies which are 
trying to evangelize the rice-eating China- 
man and the vague and distant African, 


might do well to make Hayti a sort of half- 


way house. We cannot imaginea work that 
ought to be more congenial to some of our 
colored politicians than embarking for Hayti 


and pitting the Georgia hoodoo against the 


Hiaytian voudo. For the present at least the 
negro race in the south is progressing in an 
honorable and satisfactory way, in character 
and capacity, In the meantime, almost 
within hailing distance, the negroes of Hayti 
are boiling babies’ heads for soup and pick- 
ling human flesh in brine.

The Gray and the Bluc in a Revival Between 

the Lines, 
From the Chattanooga Times, 

At the bar banquet given Saturday night In 
honor of Judges Key and Trewhitt. Colonel Lewis 
Shepherd made a request sé@mded by all of the 
gentlemen present, that Mr. Templeton, of the 
Kuoxville bar, who was present, relate an incident 


which occurred during the war at a revival service 


held by his father.in north Georgia. Mr. Temple- 
ton kindly consented, and related the following in 
a most effective and touching manner, eliciting the 
most generous applause at his conclusion : 

“My father,” said Mr. Templeton. “resides in 
Chattanooga, but about the time that Sherman 
made his way into the south he refugeed in Geor- 
gia, and stopped in Gordon, He was & preacher, 
and wherever he.went he always preached when- 
ever an opportnnity afforded. 

“About the time that Sherman was driving John- 
con toward Atlanta, some time in the early part of 
August, 1964, my father was conducting a revival at 
a little house called Pine Log Creek church, about 
ten miles from Calhoun. The fimes were most ter- 
rible about then; murder. robbery and rapine were 
of daily occurrence, and the whole country was 
subject to visitations by marauding parties from 
both armies. One day the old gentleman was 
preaching a sermon of unusual power, and before 
he had gotten well under way agang of coniederate 
soldiers rode up and, dismounting out back of the 
church, asked if they might be admitted to the 
church. Of course they were cordially invited in, 
and took prominent seats in the church. 

“Not long afterward a cloud of dust was seen in 
the road from the opposite direction to what the 
rebels had come, and pretty soon the tramp 
of horses’ hoofs was heard, and it was soon 
discovered that it was a squad of federal 
troops, and before the confederates in the church 
could be apprised of the approach they had rid- 
den up to the door. Perceiving that religious ser- 
vices were being held, they alighted and asked to 
be edmitted. They were then told that there were 
confederate soldiers in the church, but insisted on 
going in and they were admitted likewise. 

‘Naturally the strange spectacle created some 
consternation in the congregation, and for a time 
it seemed asif the confasion would break up the 
meeting. But my father raised his voice and be- 
gan most fervently to plead a better life, besecch- 
ing hissoldier hearers to becOme religious and 
abandon their sinus. He preached ,with unusual 
force and power, the strange scene lending him 
inspiration, Strong men were stirred to the 
cepths, and wept like children, and the scene of 
confusion was soon changed to one of strong relig- 
ious awakening. 

“When he had concluded his sermou, as was the 
custom in those days, he invited those who were 
convicted to come forward to the mourner’s bench 
and pray and talk with him on the all-important 
subject. 

“Then it was that one of the grandest sights ever 
witnessed occurred. Those soldiers, enemies to 
each other, engaged in a bloody wat, arose as one 
man, friend and foe togeiher, and marched to the 
front of the church and kneeled together, confed- 
erate by federal, their muskets joining and cross- 
ing each other; their revoivers touching each other 
as they kneeled; their heads bowed upon the same 
altar and their tears mingling almost in their deep 
contrition and profound feeling. All animosities 
were forgotten, all strife forgotten—they were to- 
gether as brothers around a common altar. 

“After the service they met on the outside of 
the church; they shook hands, pledged fraternity, 
and each party went off, taking opposite direc- 
tions. They had been looking for each other, per- 
haps with murderous intent. They found each 
other, but they separated with love instead of 


hate, friendly instead of angry.” 


The recital of the story was listened to with 
marked attention and interest, every one being 
deeply impressed with the beautiful incident, 
which is true in every detail.

The pu)pitin the chapel of the Broadway 
Tabernacle looked like the prescription desk in an 
all-night drug store yesterday afternoon when the 
Rev. Mr. Hamilton unloaded upon it his collection 
of wine bottles and Miss Colman set up her retort. 
Back of the desk wasa big chart divided into 
three columns, with these headings: ‘‘God’s 
Wine.” ‘Men’s Wine.” ‘‘Devil’s Wine.’’ Under 
the respective headings were lettered the ingredi- 
ents of plain grape juice and of fermented wines, 
and alist of intoxicants which are put apart by 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union for the 
devil’s own use. Cider comes under this head. 

Mr. Hamilton addressed the Temperance union 
on the subject of communion wines, holding that 
nothing but unfermented grape juice should be 
used in the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. He 
stoutly asserted that Jesus Christ neither drank nor 
made intoxicating wine, and did not make-the in - 
toxicating cup the symbol of His blood. 

“Were Heto drink the intoxicating wine,’ said 
Mr. Hamilton, ‘‘He could not today be a member of 
that branch of His church which I have the honor 
to represent.”’ 

Mr. Hamilton gave as one reason, though the 
last, why the wines of commerce should not be 
used at the communion service, that they were 
no longer to be had in a pure state. He said 
that he had obtained some of the ingredients 
of manufactured wines, and he displayed bottles 
of extracts, essential oils, and coloring compounds 
which he bad bought. He gave this recipe for 
making one barrel of port wide: 

Hard cider, 30 gallons; spirits, 5 gallons; syrup, 4 
gallons; powdered gum kino, % pound; tartaric 
acid, 4 pound; port wine flavor. 6 to 8 ounces. 

Mr. Hamilton added that he had discovered a 
simple process of producing an unfermented wine 
from grape jelly, and he showed a jar which his 
wife bad made for use in his own church on Sun- 
day last. Mr. Hamilton took a sufficient quantity 
of first class grape jelly and diluted it with hot 
water. 


Miss Colman, with her retort, tested several sam- . 


ples of communion wine procured from prominent 
churches in this city, such as was used on Sunday 
last, By heating these samples tothe boiling point 
she was enabled to ignite in a suggestive blue 
flame the vapor of alcoho) thrown off. A sample 
of unfermented grape juice which had been bottled 
for ten years failed to give off any inflammable 
vapor, Several brands of unfermented grape juice 
iu bottles were shown and recommended for use. 
One lady wanted to know if communion wine 
could not be so reduced with water that people un- 
aceustomed to wine might not bemade to cough in 
church by drinking it.

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RAILROADS IN GEORGIA. 


Large Number of New Lines to be 
Built. 


‘Tne Cowstitetion has recently sevoral 
times called attention to the remarkable activity 
in railroad building in Georgia. The subject may 
be forcibly illustrated by presenting the work of 
the general assembly with reference to railroads. 

Up to the present the following railroad bills 
have been introduced:

An examination of the list will show that the 
number of billsisthirty-uine. Leaving out four 
street railroads, it is proposed to incorporafe twenu- 
‘Y three new railroads. Indeed, the majority of 
there bills have already passed one or both houses 
of the general assembly. Seven of the biils look to 
amending existing charters of new railroads, and 
three to ameudiny charters of railroads already in 
operation. Two of the bills incorporate railroads 
already in operation. It maybe said, however, 
that every rsilread mentioned inthe list is a new 
one. feveral bills relate to the same railroads, 
butthe total number of railroads, leaving out 
tireet railroads, is thirty. Neaily every one is of 
great importance, and nearly every oue has either 
been begun or will be very soon, 

Interviews with the members who introduced 
the bills developed that a wonderful interest in 
railroad building is feltin all sections of the state. 
The new exuterprives are not wild cat schemes, but 
are backed by responsible parties who mean busi- 
nese, 

In addilicn to the bills mentioned here, quite a 
number incorporating railroads are yet to be in- 
troduced,

The Lease System. 
From the Monroe, Ga., Advertiser. 

Governor Gordon’s message to the legislature 
last week contained suggestions which if put into 
the form of law wisely and well executed, would 
doubtless open up the way for handling our con- 
yicts so as to obtain the ends of the criminal law, 
and at the same time render these convicts at least 
not burdensome to the tax payers who obey and 
respect the law. 

From the Washington, Ga., Chronicle. 

Governor Gordon suggests to the legislature that 
convi¢ts be employed on experimental farms. Be- 
fore the governor made this reeommendation, he 
should have visited the old Rock college and ex- 
perimental farm at Athens, where about fifty dol- 
lars of the state’s money is spent on an acre to 
make aten dollarcrop. The building itself cost a 
large amount of money, notto speak of the ex- 
penses incidental to keepingitin repair, and the 
cost of carrying on the farm operations. The old 
house looks like an abandoned barn, and students 
are never seen about the place. The ex- 
penditure was a total and inexcusable v aste of the 
public meney, and has never, probably, been worth 
fifty dollars to the state or to any student. Its es- 
tablishment did result in providing an easy berth 
and good salary to the different professors who 
have had charge of it. The Chronicle believes that 
the best solution of the convict questionis to es- 
tablish a whipping post as a punishment for minor 
offenses, £0 as to lessen the numberof both state 
and county convicts, and work the whole 
penitentiary force on the public roads, When 
convicts are worked on farms or railroads 
or in coal mines, their labor comes in competition 
with free labor, but on the public roads they can do 
a class of work which the state requires from its citi- 
zens and work, too, which is in the nature of a tax, 
because the state says every male inhabitant must 
contribute his quota of labor witheut remuneration 
towards maintaining its roads. Worked on this 
plan, therefore, the convict, while suffering the 
punishment of his crime, is really serving the peo- 
ple of the state, instead of as under the present 
system, laboring to build up the fortunas of private 
individuals, 


AN IMPORTANT SUIT. 


Steve KR. Johnston Sues{Davie & Furse for 
$5,000,

He states 
among other things that in January, 1883, 
Davie & Furee_ obtained judgments ,in jus- 
tice court L2Zs4 district against itioner on 
ceitain claims which he was not legally bouad 
for, but had agreed to pay. In September, 1885, the 
petitioner settled and comptetely discharged said 
ndebiedness and judgment. In November, 1886 
said Davie and Furse and Marion Furse and said 
Astworth, as their attorney, to the surprise of the 
petitioner, again demanded payment of said judg- 
ments, which was refused. Thereupon they

age. The othe# four were men of full age. Six 
of the gang go to the penitentiary as represen- 
tatives from Macon county, and two go from 
Terrell.

Baze- 
more goes up for murder, Something over a 
year ago he fell out with a negro living in his 
house, and the two men agreed to go into the 
back yard and fight it out.
